Mrs. Washburn Describes Cooperative 
Farm Village in India 

An interesting letter, describing a cooperative 
village of Sikh farmers in India, has reached us 
from Mrs. John L. Washburr

‘THE Co-operative Farm Village in India 

established by religious refugee farmers 
would stir the admiration of any industrious 
farmer in any part of the world. A North 
Carolina farmer could understand the hard 
work required to transform barren desert 
land into fields of rye and mustard, even 
though our Carolinian farmer couldn’t under- 
stand one word spoken by the tall handsome 
turbaned Sikh farmer who greeted us at the 
village gate. He was a tall man who stood 
erect and walked with the quiet dignity of 
the respected leader of the village. 


This village community was developed when 
a group of Sikh farmers in Pakistan fled 
from their own farms when their homeland 
became Moslem and the followers of Mo- 
hammed took control of the government of 
Pakistan. 


In Delhi, India, is the headquarters of the 
Cottage Industries, a Government sponsored 
cooperative covering various enterprises of 
rural life. At these headquarters, the work 
of the Farmers Federation was well known 
as was also the Farmers Federation News. 


A cottage Industry official took me as a 
representative of the Farmers Federation to 
visit a Sikh cooperative farming village. The 
dust of India filled our lungs as we bumped 
along in the little jeep. Our Indian driver said 
that the open windshield would permit us to 
see more of the land we were traveling 
through on our way to the village. When we 





rout 


turned off the main artery that leads south 
from the city of Delhi we found ourselves on 
a desert road of two tracks winding among 
boulders and scrub growth that looked like 
the sage brush of the western plains. It was 
just such a sight as this that greeted the 
Sikh religious refugees when they first came 
to settle on the 1,000 acres of land that had 
been allotted to them for their cooperative 
farming venture ten years ago. With barren 
waste land on all sides, their only hope lay 
in the proximity of the big river, Mu Jumna, 
which was near enough to reach with irriga 
tion canals. But heat and rocks and dry sand 
were what the villagers had to contend witl 
on arrival. However, they were farmers, 
with the farmer’s independence and strength 
of spirit. They sunk a well, and as soon as 
they had water they used it to mix with the 
earth and make clay for their first building, 
the Sikh temple, a simple building as befitted 
a rugged farming village, but colorful and 
neat to meet the daily needs for worship of 
this devout group. 


The farmers made a plan for their land 
With irrigatnon they allotted sections for 
various crops in season and got help to put 
through irrigation ditches from the great Mu 
Jumna River. The planning was all coopera 
tive. The community started on a strict plan 
of share and share alike, but after a few 
seasons it was found that the experienced 
farmers contributed more service than the 
men who had not been farmers before thei 
arrival, so the community voted to let each 
man till a special section of his own, rather 
than having everyone work on all the sec 
tions. Now each farmer may have a fair 
portion of the product of his own hand. The 
tilling is done with bullocks or by hand plow. 


As we approached the village, we saw in 
the waste land a cluster of clay building 
very similar to our southwestern adobe houses, 
with the temple standing as the most impor 
tant building in the group. A waist-high clay 
wall bordered the village and another wal! 
enclosed the animals. The village school, also 
made of clay, stood at one end and beyond 
the houses rose the farm lands with the 
brilliant green of winter wheat striped with 
gold bands of mustard which is planted be 
tween every third row of the wheat. It made 
a fertile splash of color in the drab desert 
waste beyond. Nearby a bullock turned the 
water wheel of a well and brought up water 
which ran down a conduit to the village 
houses. 





At the entrance to the villag: tood the 
village patriarch, waiting to greet us wit} 
fine, simple dignity. He was tall and hand 
some in his turbaned headcoverings, and hi 
teeth flashed gleaming white in a friendly 


smile of welcome. (These farmers who liv« 
far from drug stores keep handsome strong 
teeth by chewing a twig of the neem tree at 
regular intervals. )

told us of the hardships encountered in cor 
verting the desert land into fertile growing 
fields and he outlined the plans for fru 
trees and other necessary crops, all dependent 
on the irrigation canals which had been built
